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Legislators Struggle with Death Sentences, Grape Juice Testing

A really varied menu of 
legislative topics, digestible or 
otherwise, is being put before 
us in the special session wihch 
is going on at the same time 
as our budget meeting. So 
far, a total of 18 items have 
been marked for inclusion in 
the call, and others are still 
being suggested.

Our deliberations have al­ 
ready been whipped into

quite a froth by the hotly 
controversial issue of capital 
punishment. Rut even a^ you 
read this, it may have already 
been settled one way or the 
other.

WE HAVE ALREADY taken 
action at this special session 
on Squaw Valley. Early in 
February we appropriated a 
$1 million emergency fund for 
the Winter Olympics. Now we 
understand that we must con­

sider and decide the future of 
permanent facilities at the Val­ 
ley.

A third major item is re­ 
organization of higher educa­ 
tion. After months of work, 
a master plan has been deve­ 
loped by a liaison committee 
of representatives of all kinds 
of publicly supported institu­ 
tions of higher education. 
This plan would set up a 
separate board for the state 
colleges, would enable them

to grant some kind of doc­ 
toral degrees, and would pro­ 
vide for issuance of joint 
degrees with the University. 
The plan also recommends 
raising entrance requirements 
to all state higher institutions. 
Several separate bills may be 
needed for this whole pro­ 
gram In this field. 

* *  
STILL ANOTHER matter is 

smog control. legislation pro­ 
posed on this topic would

call for a local optlln type of 
administration. Counties adopt­ 
ing such requirements could de­ 
mand installation of anti-smog 
devices, certified as effective 
by the State, or, various clas­ 
ses of vehicles.

Continuation of state pro­ 
tection for employee's health, 
welfare and pension systems 
is also on the agenda. Due 
to expire in a few months, 
the state law which provides 
this safeguard may also be 
applied to funds controlled by 
employers as well as to those 
administered by unions.

OTHER PROPOSED legisla­ 
tion up for consideration at
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our speehil session rclalcs to 
motor vehicles. Amendments 
to veliirlc tr^istriitinn proce­ 
dures, to laws regiiliiting vehi­ 
cle parking, and to those con- 
corning romowil of illegally 
parked cars from highways 
and public properly, all fall 
in this category.

Newspapers have yiven 
much space to the trials giv- 
on "pedestrian malls" in down- 

| town areas of various cities. 
Minor legal difficulties con­ 
cerning them have arisen 
here in California, so one of 
the items on our agenda 
would permit closing of city 
streets to vehicular traffic so 
such malls can be developed.

OTHE ITEMS brought be­ 
fore our special sesion for 
consideration illustrate the 
breadth of legislative matters 
to be taken up. The constitu­ 
tionality of appropiation laws 
for claims against, the State

is one. Slate liar aiinn.nl duel 
is another. Correction W the 
Judges' Ki'liremont law, a 
third. Duties of the Law l{«- 
vision Commission, a fourth. 
Local hospital districts, public 
library districts, and boards 
of supervisors are afTecled by 
still other proposals.

A new law relating to test­ 
ing the juice of fresh grapes 
is an interesting proposal. 
Emergency fire fighting funds, 
cancellation of property taxes 
on churches, colleges, and or­ 
phanages, and validation of 
acts of local agencies are all 
also included in our work 
list.

It certainly seems as though 
our special session will be a 
busy, and perhaps a lengthy 
one. Other items of great im­ 
portance are being considered 
for inclusion in It, so our 
pile of work may mount still 
higher.
